Being a By-law to prescribe the height and description of a 
lawful fence . 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1970, Chapter 284 
Section 354 {1) , subsection 19 and amendments thereto, grants the 
authority for Councils of local municipalities to enact a by-law 
prescribing the height and description of a lawful fence. 

NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. A lawful fence, for the purposes of the Municipal Act, and the 
Line Fences Act, shall be not less than 4 feet (1.22 metres) 
in height and may be constructed of any kind of NEW 
substantial material (ie. - wire, wood, steel or aluminum). 
Materials used are subject to the approval of the By-law 
Enforcement Officer of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

(a) BARBED WIRE FENCE : If constructed of barbed wire, the 

fence shall consist of not less than 
5 wires properly strained, anchored and securely fastened 
to posts of either wood or metal, said posts to be not 
more than 20 feet (6. metres) apart and, if of wood, 
to be not less than 4 inches {10. cm.) in diameter at the 
small end. The bottom wire to be not more than 8 inches 
(20. cm.) above the ground; the 2nd wire not more than 
10 inches (25 cm.) above the first; the 3rd wire not more 
than 10 inches (25. cm.) above the second; the 4th wire 
not more than 10 inches (25. cm.) above the third; the 
5th wire not more than 10 inches (25 cm.) above the fourth 

(b) WOVEN WIRE FENCE : A woven wire fence shall not be less 

than 4 feet (1.22 metres) in height, 
including a barbed wire on the top, said barb to be no 
more than 8 inches (20. cm.) above the uppermost wire of 
the woven wire fence, all being properly strained, 
anchored and securely fastened to posts; said posts to be 
not more than 20 feet (6.10 metres) apart and, -if of wood, 
to be not less than 4 inches (10. cm.) in diameter at the 
small end. 

(c) SMOOTH WIRE FENCE : A smooth wire fence shall consist of 

not less than 7 wires (minimum of 
12 gauge) properly strained, anchored and securely fastened 
to posts of either wood or steel. Said posts to be not 
more than 20 feet (6.10 metres) apart and, if of wood, 
to be not less than 4 inches (10. cm.) in diameter at the 
small end, and having perpendicular stays not more than 
3 feet (.91 metres) apart along the whole length of the 
fence. The 1st wire to be not more than 4 inches (10. cm 
above the ground; the 2nd wire to be not more than 4 inche^ 
(10. cm.) above the first; the 3rd wire to be not more 
than 5 inches (12.70 cm.) above the second; the 4th wire 
to be not more than 5 inches (12.70 cm.) above the third; 
the 5th wire to be not more than 10 inches (25. cm.) above 
the fourth; the 6th wire to be not more than 10 inches 
(25. cm.) above the fifth; the 7th wire to be not more 
than 10 inches (25. cm.) above the sixth. A barbed wire 
shall be strung on the posts, above the smooth wire fence 
and not more than 8 inches (20. cm.) above the upper-most 
wire, being properly strained, anchored and securely 
fastened to the posts.

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(d) CHAIN-LINK FENCE: A chain-link fence shall be not less 

than 4 feet (1.22 metres) in height 
with a spacing not greater than 2 inches (5. cm.) 
measured perpendicularly within the link segments and of 
a wire weight not less than 13 gauge. The fence shall 
be securely attached to metal posts spaced not more than 
10 feet {3.05 metres) apart. A top rail shall be placed 
horizontally along the top of the chain-link fence, the 
entire length of the said fence and shall be secured to 
the vertical posts. The chain-link shall be secured 
to the top rail. The fence , posts and top rail shall be 
manufactured of either galvanized or vinyl coated steel. 
The primary use of a chain-link fence is intended to be 
for boundary marking purposes in a residential setting 
and not for the containment of livestock. 

A chain-link fence is the minimum standard for a residentia 
area. 

(e) OTHER TYPES OF FENCE : A line fence built of rails, boards 

or poles being horizontally placed, 
shall have the first three of the said rails, boards or 
poles not more than 6 inches (15.24 cm.) apart and in the 
event of stakes and riders being used the fence shall be 
at least 4 feet (1.22 metres) in height, exclusive of 
stakes and riders, and a worm-rail fence shall have a 
crook of not more than 5 feet (1.52 metres). Where the 
manner of construction is such to require the use of posts , 
to properly support and secure the fence in position, then 
such posts shall be so placed that the distance between 
them will not be greater than the length of the boards, 
rails or poles horizontally placed. In no case, however, 
shall the distance between posts exceed 20 feet (6.10 m.). 

2. Where agricultural zoned lands abut residential, commercial 
or industrial zoned lands the minimum standard for a boundary 
fence is a woven wire fence. 

3. The provisions and standards of this by-law, as herein set 
forth, shall be deemed to be 'minimums' only and are not 
designed or intended to limit or restrict the use of a greater 
or higher degree of standard, both in quality and construction, 
where the parties affected may so mutually agree amongst them. 

4. The provisions of this by-law shall take full force and effect 
with the passing hereof.

3. Each fence constructed under the terms of this By-law shall 

be located at least four (4) feet from the manure pit provided 
that the fence may be located closer to the manure pit with 
the authorization of the Chief Building Official for the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

4. Any person contravening any of the provisions of this By-law 
shall be liable to a penalty of not less than One Hundred 
Dollars ($100.00), nor more than Three Hundred Dollars 
($300.00), exclusive of costs, recoverable under the provisions 
of the Provincial Offences Act, 1979, and the amendments 
thereto, and each day that a person contravenes this By-law 
shall be deemed to constitute a seperate offence.

A By-law requiring owners of privately-owned outdoor 
swimming pools to erect and maintain fences and gates around 
such swimming pools. 

WHEREAS The Municipal Act provides that the Council of a 
Municipality may by by-law require owners of privately-owned 
outdoor swimming pools to erect and maintain fences and gates 
around such swimming pools; 

AND WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim now deems it expedient to pass such a 
by-law; 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. For the purposes of this By-law "swimming pool" shall be 
defined to mean any body of water, located on private 
property, having a depth in excess of two (2) feet at any 
point and contained by either concrete, metallic or vinyl 
means, which pool is intended for the use of swimming, diving 
or bathing but shall not include a farm pond nor a farm 
watering trough to be used exclusively for the watering of 
livestock. 

2. The owner of every privately-owned outdoor swimming pool 
shall erect and maintain a fence and a gate or gates 
around such swimming pool. 

3. No person shall place water in a privately-owned outdoor 
swimming pool or allow water to remain therein unless a 
fence and gate or gates have been erected and every such 
fence or gate shall conform to the provisions of this 
by-law. 

4. Fences and gates of chain link construction shall utilize 
14 gauge or heavier wire and shall have a maximum mesh 
opening of 2 inches measured in any direction. 

5. Every fence and gate, whether of chain link construction 
or otherwise, shall not be less than 4 feet in height, 
shall not be more than 2 inches above ground level at any 
point, shall not be constructed of horizontally overlapping 
materials, provide for vertical openings of more than 2 
inches, or otherwise facilitate climbing, shall be supported 
by sufficient vertical structural members and be reinforced 
by sufficient horizontal and vertical structural members 

to maintain the overall structural soundness of the fence 
or gate. 

6. Every gate shall be equipped with a self-closing device 
and a self -latching device. 

7. Every self-latching device shall be located on the pool 
side of the fence at the top of the gate and shall work 
with the self-closing device to keep the gate securely 
closed when not being held open. 

8. A building or structure may be utilized to meet the 
requirements of this by-law. 

9. A boundary fence which conforms to the provisions of this 
by-law may be utilized to meet the requirements of this 
by-law. 
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10 . The use of barbed wire or the carrying of an electrical 
current through any fence is prohibited. 

11. Plans for the erection of fences and a gate or gates 
around a privately-owned outdoor swimming pool shall be 
produced for the inspection of the Chief Building Official 
of the Township of Blandford-Blenheirrw 

12. Mo privately-owned outdoor swimming pool shall be excavated 
for or erected unless a permit certifying approval of the 
plans for the erection of a fence and gate or gates around 
such swimming pool has been issued by the Chief Building 
Official for the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

13. No permit shall be issued permitting the erection of a 
fence and gate or gates around a privately-owned outdoor 
swimming pool that if erected would be contrary to the 
provisions of this or any other by-law of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim . 

This By-law does not apply to pools constructed before the 
passing of this By-law which have constructed fences and 
enclosures even if these fences and enclosures do not meet 
the fencing standard as set out in this By-law. 

Above-ground pools do not require a fence unless the wall 
of the pool is less than four (4) feet above finish grade 
but must be equipped with a self storing ladder. 

14 . Any person contravening any of the provisions of this By-law 
shall be liable to a penalty of not less than One Hundred 
($100.00), nor more than Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00), 
exclusive of costs, recoverable under the provisions of The 
Provincial Offences Act, 1979, and the amendments thereto, 
and each day that a person contravenes this By-law shall be 
deemed to constitute a seperate offence. 

15. Where the owner of a privately-owned outdoor swimming pool 
fails to erect a fence around such a swimming pool in 
accordance with the provisions of this by-law and allows 
water to be placed and remain therein, Council may direct 
that such pool be drained at such owners expense and the 
Corporation may recover the expense incurred in doing so 
by action, or in a like manner as municipal taxes. .

payments, which rate shall not exceed 1/12 of the prime rate on 
the day the by-law is passed, plus 1/8 of 1% per month. 

AND WHEREAS the prime rate on August 19th, 1981 at the 
Bank of Montreal, DRUMBO, Ontario, a chartered bank, is 22 3/4%, 
thereby allowing the municipality a maximum annual interest rate 
of 22 3/4% + 1 1/2% = 24 1/4%, or 2.02% per month (1/12) to be 
charged on overdue accounts . 

AND WHEREAS Council deems it necessary to impose a higher 
monthly interest rate to non-payment of overdue accounts to 
compensate the cost of municipal borrowing at present levels of 
interest charged by chartered banks. 

NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. That the Treasurer shall add to the amount of all taxes due 
and unpaid, an interest charge of 2% per month, to all overdue 
payments for each month or fraction thereof, for taxes levied 
prior to January 1st, 1981 until such taxes are paid. 

2. That the Treasurer shall add to all overdue payments , an 
interest charge of 2% per month for each month or fraction 
thereof until payment is made. 

3. This By-law shall take effect the 1st day of September, 1981.
